James  McGrigor  (1771-1858),  a  Scottish  regimental 
surgeon  campaigning  with  the  British  army  during  the 
French  Revolutionary  and  Napoleonic  wars,  encoun¬ 
tered  malignant  diseases  in  many  environments  over 
the  globe.  While  serving  under  the  Duke  of  Wellington 
during  the  Peninsular  War  in  Portugal  and  Spain, 
McGrigor  initiated  sweeping  reforms  of  field  hospital 
administration  and  of  casualty  evacuation  from 
battlefields.  Known  as  “the  father”  of  the  Royal 
Army  Medical  Corps,  McGrigor  demonstrated  to 
skeptical  generals  the  practical  value  of  superior 
health  and  sanitary  regulations  as  a  factor  in  achieving 
military  victory.  In  an  age  when  human  life  was 
callously  held  to  be  expendable  James  McGrigor 
displayed  a  rare  humanitarian  concern  for  the  sol¬ 
dier’s  welfare.
